WASHINGTON, 
June 14. -Henry 


O. Havemeyer, president of the sugar 
trust, ' read a statement before the 
industrial commission today. He de- 
clared the tariff the "mother of all 
trusts" because it provided -for "in. 


•&• 


ordinate protection to manufactured 
articles." He asserted that no tariff 
should be higher than 10 percent; 
contended that tho present tariff dis- 
criminated against outside sugar in 
the interests of the cane aud beet 
sugar growers aud the sugar growers 
of the Hawaiian Islands. He declared 
[that these interests took $34,000,000 
from the pockets of the people. 


The protection on sugar amounted 


only to 3}ft per cent. It ought to be 
twico as much. Ho eaid the sugar re- 
fining business only paid adequate re- 
turn 011 the money invested. Congress, 
he said, should put an international 
revenue tax on American productions 
of sugar. He admitted that the trust 
lowered prices to drive competitors 
ont of business. His company has 
11,000 stockholders.

fined sugar would sell at three centa 
per pound.

LUNA'S DEATH 


Details of the Cowardly Assas- 


sination by the Guards, 


Possibly Brought About 


by Aguinaldo. 


MANILA, June 14,—Gen. Antonio 


Luna, a Filipino military leader, has 
been 
assassinated by 
members of 


Agniualdo's 
guard, 
according 
to 


authentic information just received 
here. 
The crime was committed on 


June 6, and was tho result of a dis- 
pute growii/g out of insolence on the 
part of the captain of the guard. 


Tho information, which was sent by 


the Filipino leader, Pedro Patorno, to 
his brother here, recalls the similar 
fate of Andres Bonafncie in Oavite 
province at the beginning of 
tho 


revolution. 
Like Luna, 
Bouafucia 


was a rival of Aguinaldo for the Fill 
pino leadership. Paterno's story o 
Luna's assassination ie as follows: 


Luna, 
accompanied 
by 
Colonel 


Ramon, his adjutant, visited the head- 
quarters of Aguinaldo, at Cabanatnan, 
for the purpose of obtaining authority 
from the Filipino chief to imprison 
all natives suspected of being friendly 
toward the United States, a policy 
which Luna has sought to have en 
forced since the peace overtures were 
first made by delegates eont to General 
Otis for that purpose. The captain of 
Agumaldo's guard was found ill a 


room in the lower section of the quar- 
ters occupied by tho dictator, [aud 
when asted by Luna if the Filipino 
leader was at home, gave the reply in 
an insolent manner, "I don't know, " 


Lnna became angry and proceeded 


to rebuke the captain in 
forcible 


language. The latter placed his hand 
on hia revolver, whaienpou Luna in- 
stantly drew his own weapon and fired. 


Tho captain whipped ont his re- 


volver and returned the shot, but 
both missed, 
and 
Colonel Ramon, 


drawing his sword, at once interfered. 
He had no sooner drawn his weapon 
from its scabbard than a sergeant of 
the guard stabbed him with a bayonet. 


Native brutality was then quickly 


demonstrated. 
The 
entire 
guard 


leaped upon Lnna and Ramon, and 
with bayonets and botas killed them 
both, their bodies being covered with 
wounds. 


Luna's assassination is attributed t° 


quarrels with Aguinaldo over the con- 
duct of tbe campaign and tbe question 
of treating for peace with the Ameri- 
cans. The murdered general was a 
man of greater ability than/ Agnin- 
aldo, and 
this 
may havo caused 


Aguinaldo to be jealous, 


Luna was educated in Enrope'and 


was of considerable intellectual attain- 
ments. His brother was a member of 
the Filipino junta which fled from 
Washington at tho beginning of hos- 
tilities between the natives and Ameri- 
cans.

Statement by J, S. Starr in Reference

Speculation as to Causes for the Mysterious Disap- 


pearance with $1000 in Cash—Stan- Has 


Nothing More to Say—Awaiting 


Police Developments. 


The whereabouts of 0. a Barnard 


of this oity, who disappeared at Dallas, 
Texas, Saturday 
night, 
is (till a 


mystery, but it ia thought that there 
is little doubt but that he has skipped 
oat with the funds of J. a and H. 0. 
Starr. Last evening J. S. Starr pre- 
pared for publication a statement of 
the facts in the case as far as ho knew. 
He said today that he fully believed 
that Mr. Barnard was still alivo and 
in possession of the funds of the com- 
pany, aud moreover that Mr. Barnard 
would be seeu m Decatnr before very 
long. Mr. Starr says that hereafter 
he will have nothing more to say 
about the case, and that tho matter is 
in the hands of the officers. 
All facts 


and knowledge 
concerning Barnard 


and descriptions and photographs of 
him have been sent to the officers in 
Texas and Mr. Starr is fully confident 
that the machinery he has started will 
eventually bring Barnard back to De- 
catnr. 


The members of the firm and others 


who are acquainted with what few 
facts are known, have no reason to 
believe that Barnard was t murdered. 
There is one theory in Mr. Barnard's 
favor and that is that he is mentally 
unbalanced and that he will eventually 
come to his senses. If he is alive, 
and there is no reason to behove that 
he IB dead, and sane, ho would notify 
the Arm if h» intentions were honest. 
While it may be an injustice to the 
young man to base opinions on what 
little is known, Mr. Starr gives the 
assurance that there is no reason to 
believe that Barnard is dead, and as 
he has not notified the home office nor 
aeut in his money there ia no other 
surmise than that he has absconded, 
unless he is demonted. In the latter 
event he most likely would have beon 
heard of by this time. 


Those who know Mr. Barnard beat 


say that thay cannot reconcile them- 
selves to tbo belief that he would 
take $1000 simply for the sake of steal' 
ing it. They cannot believe that he 
would give np his home and his fntnro 
for so small an amount of money and 
therefore they are of the opinion that 
there must have bean some very strong 
motiva to cause him to take such a 
rash step ; some unknown oanse to lead 
him to take the money of his em- 
ployers. An effort will bo made to 
learn what this cause was and if it' in 
possible to find Mr. Barnard he will 
be found. 


STARR'S STATEMENT. 


J. a Starr has given out the follow- 


ing typewritten statement to the press 
for publication : 


"Decatnr, 111., Jane IS, 1890. 


"To the Public: Since the appear- 


ance of the article in the St Louis 
papers with reference to the finding 
of O. 0. Barnard's clothes in a box car 
at Dallas, Texas, we have been pressed 
for information from all sides, both 
by the newspapers and by the public. 
We feel that the time has arrived for 
us to make a statement with reference 
to the matter.

"O. C. Barnard has been in our 


employ since August, 1897. Previous 
to employing him we diligently in- 
quired aa to his past record and upon 
this information and our 
personal 


knowledge of him we gave him charge 
of.our retail bicycle department 


"We bad quife^ a large stock of 


vehicles aud bicycles on band in a 
storage 
warehouse 
in ft. Worthi 


Texas, and knowing Mr. Barnard's 
ability 
ae a salesman, and 
being 


thoroughly satisfied aa to hi* honesty, 
we sent him to Ft Worth on April 29 
to close ont the stock on hand. Mr. 
Barnard sold the larger part of stock 
on hands at Ft Worth, bnt had more 
bicycles than could be disposed of 
there aud he took a part to Cleburne 
and after disposing of them retained. 
to Ft Worth and took the balance 
which was on hand, 17 bicycles, to 
Sherman and disposed of them. While 
he was at Ft Worth we received large 
remittances from him. 


'We received a letter Monday morn- 


ing written by him Saturday, June 
10, etatiug that he had closed ont all 
the wheels on hand at Sherman and 
was going to Dallas on the S o'clock 
train Saturday afternoon and leave 
there oil, the Sunday morning train. 
Presumably he went to Dallas in order 
to get to Ft Worth and have his re- 
turn ticket dated and stamped, having 
bad a round trip ticket from St 
Louie to Ft Worth.

WORE IN PAST YEAH. 


"Five thousand applicants 
were 


examined fqr army and navy none. 
and 1000 accepted and sent to various 
hospitals in our own land and beyonc 
the sea and nearly $6000 was dis 
tributod as the nurses' maintenance 
fund, This committee received 46,849 
garments, contributed by 199 chapters, 
and supplies were sent to every gen 
eral hospital in this country, to Cuba, 
Porto Rico, Manila, and to many 
field and division hospitals. A war 
committee and sub-war 
committee 


were formed and sent ont circulars to 
the various chapters throughout tin 
country with a plea for supplies and 
money. Loyal responses were given 
and the approximate figures in value 
of garments, provisions, miscellaneous 
goods, freight and money amounted 
to more than 9350,000; 


"The war committee also purchase! 


a lannoB which they presented to th< 
government 
hospital ship Missouri 


and which was of great value in traus 
porting the sick und wounded from 
shore to ship. The connection of our 
society with the government came to 
on end in September, but it was urgec 
by the committee that the various 
chapters still give aid when possible to 
needy soldiers and their 
families. 


During the past year we have been 
more closely drawn together and our 
hearts stirred by a deeper, stronger 
loyalty, so that never havo we loved 
the dear familiar flag more than on 
this'Flag Day' of 1899." 


Miss Ewing's article was in the 


nature of a brief history of tho Ameri 
con flag, giving a resume of the par 
it had played in the history of the 
country from its first appearance down 
to the present time.

A declaration tor the gold standard 


if) expected iu tho law which will be 
submitted to tho next Cougres9 as a 
result of the deliberation"! between 
representatives of the Senate aud 
HOUBB. Senator Aldrich has taken the 
Ilouse caucus committee bill for con- 
sideration with his associates, and he 
will report later to the other members 
of tho committee, which, met last 
week iu New York. 


Tho plan to fix the policy of the 


Republican party more firmly will re- 
snlt, it is heliovcd, in an explicit gold 
declaration. There is an inclination 
to avoid decisive action on this sub- 
ject, but those in control are insisting 
that the financial issue must be drawn 
at once and unmistakably upon the 
gold side, that the doubtful voters in 
the country may know whotnor to 
flock iu support of gold or silver. The 
Democrats, it is assumed, will adopt 
a platform declaring for tho free coin- 
age of silver at a ratio of !G to 1. The 
Republicans will have to come out 
into the open, and make their fight 
with an explicit declaration that the 
supporters of honest money may know 
where to make their alliance. 


It is argned^that theze is less reason 


now than ever before for timidity on 
the money question. Two years ago 
the words "gold standard" sounded 
harshly in the ears of western Re- 
publicans, but experience has shown 
that the advocacy of that standard and 
its adoption by the administration has 
been the salvation of the country aud 
of all business interests. To ooqnet 
with Populists or advocate a tempor- 
ising policy would, it is held, be a 
great mistake, and Senator Aldrioh 
will lean to the gold standard side iu 
snob. pOBitiveaoss that there will be no 
doubt which ohoioe the Republican 
party has made, and which metal it 
proposes to support and stand by. 


General Henderson, as speaker, will 


make his selection of the members for 
tho new banking and currency com- 
niittoe from those .Republicans who 
attended tho Atlantio.Clty caucus con- 
ferences. There will be no difference 
of opinion on the currency question in 
the House or between the 
Senate 


finance committee and the House com 
mi ttee. All will represent the mandate 
of 
a Republican caucus. 
Tho bill 


framed in Atlantic City from the 
president's recommendations will be 
re-enforced by Senator Aldrich in- 
stead of weakened, despite advice to 
the contrary. When the legislation of 
the 66th Congress is completed the 
gold standard will be clinched in the 
atatnte books by a law that i< will 
take a revolutionary Democratic preai« 
dent and Congress to upset. 


BEWARE OF TBUSTS. 


The Bryanite campaigners are busy 


just now warning tho country against 
trusts. The motive behind this hue 
and ory is not to get rid of trusts but 
to prepare the way to make the or- 
ganization of trusts do duty as a cam- 
paign slogan next year. They went 
down to defeat in 1896 on free silver 
at the ratio of 1C to 1 and they are 
afraid to risk another campaign on 
that issue and must have something 
else to rally the unthinking voter 
with. It is well known to all who 
keep abreast with the machinations of 
the Democratic leaders that that party 
has consorted with trusts for years 
and more than once has conspired 
with trusts to'aid them in campaigns 
and in legislation. A notable instance 
is the sugar trust, which practically 
dictated the Wilson-Gorman 
tariff 


bill. The influence of the oil trust 
with that party is another instance. 
These could be multiplied very ex- 
tensively if necessary and in the com- 
ing campaign the voters can rest 
assured that in oaae the party makes' 
traits an issue there will be a secret 
understanding that trusts are not «o 
be Injured in case the Democratic 
party succeeds. That party has never 
in any instance legislated or attempted 
to legislate against trusts when iu 
power. 
When it was in power during 


the first two years of Cleveland's sec- 
ond term not an effort was made to 
legislate against trusts and that was 
the time Bryan was in Congress. On 
the other hand the Democrats during 
that period repealed that part of the 
HcKinley bill whioh provided means 
for keeping these combinations within 
bounds and when the Dingley bill was 
passed the opposition to the Republi- 
cans in the Senate refused to restore 
the anti-trust legislation of the Hc-

of recent history which shows Demo- 
cratic duplicity regarding anti-trust 
legislation.

In this as 
in every other pretension of the^Dsmo- 
eratic party in the matter of issues 
the object IB to deceive the people and 
secure their votes against their own 
interests, as was the case in the matter 
of free trade and later in that of free 
silver or cheap money for honest labor 
and honest debts.

THE BOERS AT PRAYER. 


Their Amy »» It* K«««a Before ACM 


Ins Into Action—War a Rell- 


D«tjr- 


An Englishman who accompanied 


the Boer army under Gen. Joubert in 
the recent campaign against M'Pefu, 
chief of the Makatese, in the north 
eastern part of the Transvaal, gives 
some interesting details of tho Boer 
military organization and other mat 
ters. The commando under Gen. Jou 
bcrt was the largest ever assembled in 
the Transvaal, numbering with the na 
live allies nearly 10,000 men. This fore* 
was divided into five laagers, each un- 
der its commandant. The first impres- 
sion of a Boer army, the writer says 
is not flattering. There is no appear- 
ance ef order and the men are not uni 
formed, which is in striking contrast 
with the regular artnies of other coun. 
tries. But tho apparent absence of dis 
clpliue is only on the surface. Com- 
mandos are made up of burghers drawn 
from various districts, each man con- 
sidering himself on an. equality with 
nny other. They are only subject to 
orders from their own district com- 
mandants, who in turn are responsible 
to the general. In the field all fare 
alike, the commissariat knowing no 
distinctions. The only regulars are 
the state artillery, drawn, from the 
sons of burghers, and paid about two 
dollars a day. 


One of the principal features of the 


Boer laagers in the campaign was tha 
religious exercises each evening, when 
the men would assemble under their 
leaders for prayer, concluding with the 
singing of their battle hymn: "Bust 
myn ziel, ncv God is Koning" (Host 
my soul, your God is King). War, with 
the Boers, ia considered a religious duty 
and enforced by the state only in self 
ilefensc. The night before the storm- 
ing of M'Pefu's stronghold, in the Ma 
gato mountains, a united prayer meet- 
Ing was held of all the laagers under 
the personal leadership of Gen. Jou 
bert, and the scene is described as 
singularly imprebsive. 
The day fol- 


lowing, the Makatese position was car- 
ried with only trifling loss, after tho 
kraals had been subjected to a heavy 
artillery fire; and the remainder of 
tne campaign was pushed with, such 
vigor that several of the chiefs, with 
their men, surrendered, and M'Pefu, 
with about 10,000 followers, took ref- 
uge in Mashonaland, in Rhodesia, 
across the Limpopo river. 
The vic- 


tory of the Boers was complete and wnK 
a signal triumph for Gen. Joubert, the 
Maputo mountains having been consid- 
ered Impregnable and the strongest 
natural fastnesses in South Africa. 


Of 
Gen. Joubert himself, known 


among his men as Slim Piet, the writer 
says he has been uniformly successful, 
notwithstanding that his detractors 
have proved, to their own satisfaction, 
times without number, that he has 
neither military talents, courage, nor 
backbone. That may be, he says, be- 
cause of his appearance on the field of 
battle, which is not impressive, his cos- 
tume during the Magnlo campaign hav- 
ng been a tweed suit with a tail coat. 
But neither the general nor his men 
care for externals, and although their 
slothes would hardly excite the envy 
of a Belf-resppetinjr tramp, they do ex- 
icllent work in them. 
The writer says it is a great mistake 


to suppose that the Boers hate indi- 
vidual Englishmen. It is only against 
the government that they entertain ha- 
tred. Throughout the campaign ho 
describes himself ns having been the 
recipient of nothing but kindness from 
the general down, and that without any 
sacrifice of his own opinions. The only 
•juestion on which ho had to bo a lit- 
,le circumspect was as to what would 
lappen if: \\ar broke out between the 
two countries. Discussions on this sub- 
ect were hot and frequent, the 
gen- 


•ral conclusion being that the 
con- 


flict would be tho greatest disaster 
which could befall South Africa. Prom 
what he saw the writer says he could 
(veil believe this would be the case*, 
'or while England must eventually win, 
:he obstinate resistance of 
60,000 


mrg-hers fighting for their hearths and 
lomes, and with a thorough knowledge 
of the country, would mean that Eng- 
ond could only assert her sovereignty 
aver the republic after great bloodshed, 
ind then would have to face after-con- 
sequences even more herious.—N. Y. 
Sun.

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A SEW ANIMAL. 


til Hard, Soalr HM« TVF» 


Knlli, and It Lives tm South 


America. 


Natives of the interior of Brazil have 


. been exciting naturalists for yean 
with accounts of a certain wonderfu, 
animal which, from their description 
had n<;ver yet been seen by civilized 
man. 
Dr. Florentine Ameghino, an 


Italian naturalist, who has been on th< 
continent pursnlng researches for 
length of time, at latt determined tc 
penetrate to the regions in which th« 
beast waa said, to have been found and 
see if there was anything in it. Earner 
Iiista, a Chilean, since deceased, had 
told the scientist of an encounter witl 
an animal something of the order de- 
acribed. He had come across it in thi 
dark, and, although he fired point 
blank at it from a point less than five 
yards, his bullet made no apparent im 
pression. Armed with these particu- 
lars, Dr. Ameghino set out gome tim< 
laet winter, and after traveling hun 
dred* of miles into the heart of Brazil 
Bt last came upon the object of hit 
search. He saw the animal three dif 
ferent eights before bringing it down 
The repeated manner in which his 
shots did not tell convinced him thai 
the reports of the natives as to th< 
Impenetrability of the animal's skin 
must have been correct, a belief ir 
which, after securing the beast by f 
shot in the eye, and then finding thai 
the hide could not be penetrated by t 
hatchet, he was more than confirmed 
The Jfaomylodon Listnl, named by the 
doctor partly in honor of the Ramon 
IJsta who first saw it, and partly frora 
Its characteristics, resembles 
more 


nearly than any other animal the short- 
tailed pangolin or scaly ant eater. II 
is larger than the pangolin, being some 
six feet In length. The skin is more 
than an inch thick, and so tough thai 
no weapon at the disposal of the sci 
entist sufficed to cut it. Its surfac* 
•hows an epidermis, not scaly, bul 
covered with coarse, reddish-gray hail 
an inch and a half long, the ossicles be 
ing buried in the skin like paving 
stones in the street. The ossicles re- 
semble those of the fossil Mylodon. 
though smaller. 
The pangolin, if its 


traits may be assigned to this new 
beast, is more a lizard than a mammal 
They have no weapon of 
defense 


against man or the larger animals, an 
are so far as is known is perfectly harm 
less. The skin of the pangolin ha 
often been known to turn a mueke 
ball. Its habits are nocturnal, and 
•hows great timidity in the presenc 
of man. Dr. Ameghino states his in 
tention of securing specimens alive fo 
the old world zoological gardens.—Cin 
clnati Enquirer.

It will cost, il 
is expected, about $000,000; and wort 
may be begun within a few months 
Another plant may be erected near th« 
naval proving grounds at Indian Head

FILLING UP, 


Hole Along I. C. Tracks Gradually 


Rising to the Common Level. 


The work of filling in the depression 


in the plot of land owned by Attorney 
A. G. Webber along the Illinois Cen 
tral track on East Wood street, goe 
steadily on. There is a large force o 
men at^work and the pay roll average 
about $40 per day. The work wa 
begun in March, 1898, and has been 
carried on every day that the weathe 
permitted the men to work since. So 
far about 40,000 cubic yards of dir 
have been dumped into the hole am 
the end is not yet. Just how long i 
will take to complete the filling in 
depends entirely upon the condition 
of the weather. The dirt is handled 
in wheel scrapers, which hold abon 
one-third of a yard each.

Talks at Church of Qod on 
"Bible vs Spiritualism" 


DENOUNCES THE MEDIUMS

Wo answer this question by 
asking another: ' Why did God say BO 
much against idolatry and make it a 
crime to worship idols?' If there is

Mr. Covert quoted passages from tho 


scriptures In proof of bis assertion 
and further said: "I affirm only a 
fool, in the light of divine revelation 
and common sense, would claim that 
an idol had supernatural power, 
although millions believe in them, and 
among them some of the greatest men 
the world ever saw—which shows that 
the belief of millions of even great 
minds may be founded upon delusions, 
frauds and lies. And that which is 
true of ' idolatry' is alao true of witch- 
craft 01 spiritualism.'' 
, Mr. Covert believes the practice of 
spiritualism is a crime aud should be 
punishable by the law, for it ia a prao- 
;ice of deceit aud fraud against the 
public morals. lie says the motive is 
the gaining of the almighty dollar. He 
also says that there are some 40,000 
mediums in the United States and 
these have on an average of eight or
